Playing  the  Audio 
Processing  Game

In  the  past  year  or  so,  a  pervasive  new 
mania  has  manifest  itself  in  the  FM 
broadcast  biz.  Since  FM  radio  is  now 
available  about  98%  of  the  time  to 
choose  over  AM  in  most  instances,  FM 
has  become  the  major  radio  medium, 
that  is,  attracting  more  than  half  of 
radio's  listeners  over  AM.  Thus,  the 
hotly  competitive  nature  of  mass  media 
radio  has  migrated  over  the  past  several 
years  from  AM  to  FM,  bringing  with  it 
insanely  aggressive  commercial  manage- 
ment types  who  insist  that  their  station 
have  the  kind  of  technically  tailored 
"sound"  that  they  envision  will  make 
their  station  the  dominant  force  in  their 
targeted  market.  This  has  led  to  a 
plethora  of  electronic  entrepreneurs  sell- 
ing high  priced  limiters,  automatic  gain 
controls,  "sound  brighteners",  dynamic 
presence  equalizers,  multi-band  limiters 
and  A.G.C.s,  compressor  expanders,  ad 
infinitum,  all  promising  to  beat  the 
competition's  sound.  Few  stations  have 
refrained  from  spending  big  bucks  on 
new  equipment  to  plunk  in  their  audio 
chains  in  the  past  year  or  so,  a  competi- 
^  live  game  that  is  old  to  AM  radio,  but 
comparatively  new  to  the  FM  Stereo  biz. 


distortion  and  lots  of  it,  usually  around 
fifteen  percent  at  some  frequencies,  which 
accounts  for  the  abysmal  quality,  from  a 
high  fidelity  standpoint,  of  even  the 
"serious  music"  commercial  album  orient- 
ed rock  stations  these  days.  This 
amount  of  distortion  is  literally  fatiguing 
to  listen  to  for  any  period  of  time,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  complete  lack  of  "dynamic 
integrity"  (the  difference  in  level  between 
loud  and  soft  parts  of  a  recording)  so 
that  there  are  no  piannissimos  of  mezzo 
fortes,  only  an  articicial  triple  forte  all 
the  time.  However,  they  are  loud,  thus 
satisfying  the  program  director's  and/or 
general  manager's  consuming  desire  to 
"stick  out"  on  the  dial  of  a  car  radio 
when  their  station  is  tuned  to.  This  is 
why  so  many  stations  are  fine  tuned  to 
sound  best  on  a  car  radio,  usually  the 
Program  Director's  or  General  Manager's 
•  with  little  regard  for  high  fidelity.

Liselotte 
Babin 

Liselotte  Babin,  with  husband  Bob  at 
the  control  board,  had  just  wound  up 
her  262nd  consecutive  show  when  we 
approached  her  for  this  interview.  Lise- 
lotte, for  those  who  may  not  listen  in 
Sunday  mornings  form  9:00  AM  till 
noon,  does  a  program  she  has  named  "A 
musical  Trot  With  Liselott".  The  three- 
hour  slot  consists  of  two  hours  of 
German  popular  music  followed  by  an 
hour  of  new  tunes  from  a  variety  of 
European  countries.  On  the  first  Sunday 
of  each  month  she  airs  her  "Houston  Hit 
Parade  of  New  German  Records".  The 
new  German  pop  tunes  are  provided  in 
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COMPETTVIVE  SOUND  VS.  QUALITY 
SOUND 

Unfortunately,  being  competitive  in  the 
radio  biz  has  always  meant  being  "loud", 
a  perplexing  thing  for  FM  since  signal 
strength  is  independent  of  the  level  of 
modulation.  Since  the  FCC  allows  only 
100%  modulation  (75KHz  deviation  from 
center  frequency)  and  no  more,  being 
loud  means  compressing  as  much  RMS 
energy  as  possible  into  that  channel. 
This  is  usually  done  with  automatic  gain 
controls  that  bring  the  level  up  or  down 
to  keep  it  constantly  loud,  limiters  that 
keep  fast  rise  time  events  from  causing 
over-modulation,  and  usually  a  protec- 
tion clipper  that  clips  off  any  possible 
overmod  causing  events «  in.  the  audio 
before  transmission.

That  Sunday  picnic 
tables  and  chairs  will  be  set  up  in  the 
KPFT  backyard,  the  German  cultural 
group  known  as  the  Liederkranz  will  be 
serving  German  food  and  an  extensive 
variety  of  European  beers  and  wines  will 
be  sold  to  raise  funds  for  KPFT. 

The  following  Sunday,  August  14th, 
KPFT's  motorcycle  disc  jockey,  Rick 
Bagley,  has  organized  an  event  known  as 
"Motorcycle  Safety  Day".  The  event,  a 
motor  cycle  rally  with  a  course  42  miles 
long,  will  be  the  first  event  ever  held  in 
motorcycle  history  in  the     United  States 


that  uses  safety  and  skill  as  the  winning 
criteria  instead  of  speed  or  endurance. 
'The  Reisner  Street  Riders",  the  Houston 
Police  Department's  own  motorcycle  club 
will  be  competing  against  clubs  from  all 
over  Texas  and  places  as  far  away  as 
California.  To  enliven  the  event  for 
spectators  waiting  at  KPFT's  building  at 
419  Lovett  Blvd.,  there  will  be  live 
music,  hot  chili,  and  cold  beer. 

In  addition  to  these  special  events  there 
will  be  live  performances  at  KPFT  on 
Tuesday,  August  9th  during  Classical 
Music  day  and  Saturday,  August  13th 
during  Bluegrass  Day. 

There  will  be  remote  broadcasts  on 
Friday,  August  5th  during  Literature  Day 
when  we  will  broadcast  a  Poets'  Night 
reading  live  from  Bowles  Auction  at 
9pm.  On  Wednesday,  August  17th, 
during  Fine  Arts  Day,  our  beaux  arts 
rapporteur  Tejas  Englesmith  has  arranged 
for  a  variety  of  Houston  artists  to  discuss 
their  epiphanies  in  the  suitably  inspira- 
tional environs  of  Chaucer's  Bar  at  the 
Plaza  Hotel.

part  by  an  avid  fan  of  Liselotte's  at  the 
West  German  consulate  here  in  Houston; 
the  rest  Liselotte  mail-orders  herself  or 
has  bought  for  her  by  fans  traveling  in 
Germany. 

The  show  has  one  of  the  largest,  most 
loyal  followings  of  any  regular  KPFT 
program.  As  a  few  examples  of  her 
drawing  power  amongst  the  German- 
American  community  here  in  Houston, 
we  can  cite  the  last  year's  Octoberfest 
put  on  by  Liselotte  at  the  Busch  Berg- 
park.  Held  on  two  consecutive  Sundays, 
the  first  day  drew  16,000  celebrants,  the 
second  day  14,000.  The  previous  year's 
Octoberfest  Liselotte  had  held  at  the 
Houston  Oaks  Hotel,  where  the  1,000 
person  Grand  Ballroom  was  filled  to 
capacity  and  would-be  celebrants  were 
turned  away  at  the  door.  A  Spring 
pre-Lenten  Fasching  party  held  last  year 
in  the  top  level  of  the  Galleria  had  a 
crowd  of  4,000  listening  to  5  bands. 

Liselotte's  fans  are  responsive  in  other 
ways.  Liselotte  told  that  several  years 
ago,  when  KPFT  was  located  in  an  old, 
historic  building  at  618  Prarie  Street  in 
downtown  Houston,  she  was  sitting  on  a 
stool  in  front  of  the  microphone  when 
she  felt  a  certain,  instantly  recognizable 
buckling  sensation.  She  crashed  down 
with  her  stool.  Fortunately,  the  caty- 
clysm  occurred  when  the  microphones 
were  turned  off.  A  second  stool  she 
bought  to  replace  the  inferior  KPFT 
model  split  a  few  shows  later.  '  She  then 
confessed  the  two  incidents  to  her  listen- 
ing audience,  some  of  whom  immediately 
took  up  a  collection  and  purchased  art 
unimpeachably  sturdy  model  that  Lise- 
lotte refers  to  as  "The  Cadillac  of 
Stools". 

Mrs.  Babin  first  heard  of  KPFT  in 
1969,  when  she  read  an  article  in  a 
Houston  paper  about  the  efforts  of  a 
group  of  Houstonians  to  establish  a 
Pacifica  Foundation  affiliated  non-com- 
mercial community  access  radio  station 
in  the  area.  She  remembers  being 
intrigued  by  the  concept  of  "community 
access"  radio,  but  didn't  follow  up  with 
an  inquiry.  A  year  later,  KPFT  was  a 
reality  and  a  DJ  named  Horst  Dietz  had 
a  German-language  show.  He  went  off 
the  air  after  a  few  months  to  persue 
other  activities  and  Liselotte  decided  to 
give  the  station  a  call.  After  a  conversa- 
tion with  the  then  manager,  David  Cros- 
ley,  she  took  over  the  German-language 
program.  The  show  grew  over  the 
subsequent  months  from  an  hour's  length 
to  two  hours  to  three.  It  has  been  at  its 
present  three-hour  Sunday  morning  loca- 
tion for  over  four  years.

pkln  process  of  assembling  a  weekly 
program,  Liselotte  has  acquired  an  ex- 
tensive record  library.  Additionally, 
Liselotte  likes  to  fill  the  record  introduc- 
tion spots  with  literary  and  factual 
quotes  from  a  variety  of  sources. 
Consequently,  her  book  library  has 
grown  to  over  3,000  volumes.  Pouring 
over  all  this  material  requires  several 
days  each  week. 

All  the  preparatory  work  pays  off. 
Tapes  of  Liselotte's  shows  are  regularly 
mailed  by  recorder-listeners  to  fans  all 
over  the  United  States,  and  to  countries 
ranging  from  Canada  to  places  in 
Europe,  Africa,  and  the  Far  East. 
German  ships  loading  and  unloading  in 
the  Ship  Channel  have  made  tapes  of  her 
shows  for  the  crews  enjoyment  during 
long  voyages. 

Liselotte  Babin's  interest  in  radio  has 
temporarily  shelved  her  other  avocation, 
writing.  Mrs.  Babin  recalls  having  her 
first  literary  effort  reach  the  public  at  age 
eight,  when  her  home-town  German 
newspaper,  the  Memeler  Dampfboot, 
published  a  short  story  of  hers  in  its 
Sunday  supplement.  When  her  family 
had  to  flee  advancing  Soviet  armies  in 
1945,  she  walked  with  them  through  the 
Baltic-bred  snows  for  175  kilometers  car- 
drying  her  four  favorite  books,  a  two- 
Jvolume  collection  of  the  works  of  Storm 
which  she  still  consults,  a  copy  of  a 
humorous  work  entitled  Ich  und  Dich, 
and  a  volume  of  poetry. 

In  the  states,  she  began  writing  a 
column  for  a  Chicago-based  German 
language  paper,  Hausfrau.  As  her  Eng- 
lish improved,  she  first  wrote  a  column 
in  the  Vidor,  Texas  weekly  called  the 
Vidorian.  The  column  was  entitled 
"Alien  Outlook".  Then  Mrs.  Babin 
switched  to  fiction,  writing  short  stories 
for  American  men's  magazines.  As  an 
exercise,  she  undertook  the  writing  of  a 
confession-magazine  style  story.  The 
effort,  a  17,000  word  opus  about  a 
German  girl  in  a  Soviet  Russian  labor 
camp  after  World  War  II  who  undertakes 
to  become  pregnant  so  that  her  captors 
will  repatriate  her  to  avoid  the  burden  of 
a  maternity  case,  won  third  prize  in  the 
Confession  magazine  industry's  national 
contest.  The  unusual  piece  was  run 
under  the  title  of  "I  Traded  My  Decency 
For  Freedom".

us  she  found  little  support  for  her 
writting  amongst  the  German  commun- 
ity, as  they  reject  everything  that  is  "not 
Goethe".  In  the  English  language,  aud- 
iences are  more  willing  to  accept  writing 
that  is  "not  Shakespeare",  we  observed. 
Besides  writing  in  German  and  English, 
Liselotte  also  speaks  Lithuanian. 

While  Liselotte  only  arrived  in  1952,  as 
a  Korean  war  bride,  her  husband  Bob 
Babin  is  a  native  of  Port  Arthur,  Texas. 
He  traced  his  Cajun  family's  background 
in  the  Americas  back  to  1685,  when 
several  ancestors  landed  in  Nova  Scotia. 
Deported  by  the  British  in  the  1750's, 
many  Acadiens  were  offered  land  by  the 
King  of  Spain  in  Lousiana.  A  group  of 
these  Acadiens  (A  corruption  of  the  word 
"Acadien"  is  the  root  word  of  "Cajun".) 
arrived  in  Lousiana  in  1785  in  seven 
ships.  Bob  discovered  40  kinsfolk  from 
among  the  complements  of  those  ships. 
Between  their  two  historically  dramatic 
backgrounds,  Liselotte  may  have  the 
makings  of  several  of  her  six  novels.  In 
additon,  the  German  community  in 
Houston  has  a  history  that  goes  back  ot 
the  city'-;  founding  days  after  the  Civil 
War.  Currently,  there  is  also  a  large 
population  (Almost  three  thousand  fam- 
ilies) of  German  nationals  working  in 
Houston  as  representatives  of  many  Ger- 
man firms  dealing  with  the  local  con- 
struction and  petroleum  businesses. 

"A  Musical  Trot  With  Liselott"  is  a 
show  that  should  be  of  interest  to  more 
than  just  persons  of  German  background. 
The  great  output  of  the  German  music 
scene,  past  and  present,  should  have  an 
international  appeal.  We  urge  all  KPFT 
listeners  to  give  a  listen  some  Sunday 
morning  to  Liselotte  and  Bob  Babin's 
show.

TECHNOLOGICAL  FALLOUT 

This  FM  loudness  war  has  little  relevance 
to  non-commercial  stations  like  KPFT 
where  the  Arbitron  ratings  have  almost 
nothing  to  do  with  the  stations  operation 
or  income.  However,  being  loud  means 
increasing  the  usable  signal  to  noise 
ratio,  an  area  where  advances  have  been 
made  in  the  interest  of  "loudness"  that 
can  be  applied  to  KPFT,  where  the  point 
of  any  audio  processing  is  highest  fidel- 
ity; lowest  noise  and  distortion.  In 
efforts  to  increase  the  maximum  usable 
level,  FM  engineers  ran  into  problems 
with  their  multiplex  stereo  generators; 
they  produced  modulation  that  wasn't 
there,  degrading  their  "loudness"  (usable 
signal  to  noise  ratio)  by  as  much  as  3db 
or  so,  a  difference  very  noticeable  on  a 
car  radio.  This  modulation  that  wasn't 
in  the  audio  was  being  produced  by 
coil-type  audio  low-pass  filters  in  the 
stei=eo  generator  that  passed  everything 
below  15  or  17KHz,  depending  on  the 
design,  in  an  effort  to  protect  the  19KHz 
stereo  pilot  from  stray  program  material 
that  could  find  itself  in  the  19KHz  area, 
confusing  some  tuners  and  causing  distor- 
tion in  the  stereo  demodulator  part  of 
your  receiver.  (A  tone,  transmitted 
continuously  at  19KHz  by  stereo  stations 
turns  on  your  stereo  light  and  serves  as  a 
synchronizing  pilot  for  a  stereo  demod- 
ulator to  locate  left  minus  right  informa- 
tion on  a  38KHz  suppressed  carrier  so 
that  left  and  right  channels  can  be 
decoded.) 

In  order  to  gain  that  extra  signal  to  noise 
ratio  lost  when  the  low-pass  filter  "rings" 
when  a  waveform  high  in  harmonics  is 
fed  to  it,  these  lowpass  filters  have  to  be 
removed  or  replaced,  and  designs  for 
solid-state  "non-ringing  low-pass  filters" 
have  become  hot  items  in  a  loudness 
hungry  FM  broadcast  equipment  market. 
Right  now,  KPFT  has  taken  advantage  of 
this  ploy  to  increase  top  level  and  thus 
signal  to  noise  by  removing  the  17KHz 
lowpass  filters  in  our  Moseley  SCG3T 
stereo  generator  and  using  instead  a  steep 
19KHz  notch  filter  that  causes  less  ring- 
ing problems.  Arriving  in  September 
will  be  a  new  Harris  MSP15  digitally 
derived  stereo  generator,  as  part  of  our 
new  transmitter  project,  that  should  pro- 
vide a  noticeable  difference  in  signal  to 
noise  ratio  on  90.1  MHz  in  Houston. 


THE  NECESSITY  TO  PROCESS  AUDIO 

In  theory,  the  easiest  way  to  preserve 
dynamic  integrity  and  low  distortion 
would  be  to  broadcast  unprocessed  aud- 
io; straight  from  the  turntable,  micro- 
phone, or  tape,  without  any  gain  reduc- 
tion devices,  fast  limiting,  or  clipping. 
Unfortunately,  this  does  not  work,  as 
fast  events  in  program  material  will 
inevitably  cause  overmodulation  and  re- 
sultant great  quantities  of  distortion.  If 
level  is  reduced  so  that  overmodulation 
does  not  occur  with  unprocessed  audio, 
this  brings  the  audio  down  into  the 
noise,  which  is  only  so  much  in  an  FM 
Multiplex  system,  degrading  signal  to 
noise  tremendously.  Therefore,  some 
kind  of  gain  reduction  device  must  be 
employed  to  provide  an  audio  level 
"ceiling"  referenced  to  100%  modulation 
to  keep  inexperienced  operators  form 
causing  overmodulation.  Since  KPFT 
went  on  the  air  in  1970,  this  function  has 
been  performed  by  a  CBS  Labs  410 
Volumax,  a  peak  limiter  that  could 
provide  only  3db  of  broadband  gain 
reduction  before  going  into  severe  clip- 
ping in  order  to  protect  from  overmod- 
ulation. While  this  was  fine  for  the 
majority  of  situations,  clipping  distortion 
often  resulted  when  a  sudden  high  level 
happened,  sounding  dim  and  fuzzy. 
Upgrading  this  essential  component  in 
our  air  chain,  we've  been  experimenting 
with  the  Pacific  Recorders  FM  Multilim- 
iter,  a  limiter  created  for  the  "loudness 
market"  mentioned  earlier,  that  does  not 
produce  clipping  distortion  at  all,  but,  as 
out    tests   showed,    produces    a    rounded

waveform  when  fast  limiting  occurs, 
much  like  that  produced  when  a  vacuum 
tube  amplifier  overloads  as  opposed  to 
the  hard  clipping  of  a  solid  state  ampli- 
fier as  utilized  in  the  Volumax  clipping 
diodes.  More  importantly,  the  Multi- 
miter  can  go  into  RMS  gain  reduction 
more  than  five  times  further  than  the 
Volumax  before  clipping  occurs  of  any 
type.. RMS  gain  reduction  is  dynamic 
distortion,  however,  perceived  as  thumpy 
or  flattened  bass  and/or  modulated  per- 
cussion instruments,  flying  in  and  out  of 
the  audio  intime  with  the  bass  line. 
While  the  RMS  gain  reduction  used  in 
the  Multilimiter  is  the  lesser  of  the  evils 
on  the  market  of  that  type  today,  it 
becomes  somewhat  objectionable  in  terms 
of  dynamic  integrity  when  driven  beyond 
2  or  3db  of  RMS  gain  reduction,  a 
situation  that  occurs  with  any  limiter  or 
AGC,  each  type  coloring  the  audio  in  its 
own  distinctive  way.  Thus,  at  KPFT 
levels  are  set  not  to  go  too  far  into  gain 
reduction,  preserving  fidelity  in  terms  of 
dynamic  integrity  by  using  the  RMS  gain 
reduction  to  any  extent  only  when  an  an 
unexpected  loud  event  occurs,  only  as  a 
cushion  against  distortion  when  the 
board  operator  plays  something  inord- 
inately high  in  level.  This  is  an  ap- 
proach used  successfully  for  years  by  our 
sister  station  in  Los  Angeles,  KPFK,  with 
their  Spectra-Sonics  equipment. 

Following  the  Multilimiters,  KPFT's 
audio  is  fed  to  a  Dolby  334  FM  encoder, 
changing  preemphasis  from  75  to  25 
microsecond  curve  parameters,  and  mak- 
ing us  sound  less  "bright"  when  not 
decoded,  but  allowing  us  to  do  much  less 
high  frequency  limiting.  "Dealing  With 
Dolby  FM"  was  covered  in  the  May  issue 
of  the  program  guide  if  you  need  more 
information  on  what  a  Dolby  system  is 
and  does. 

GUERILLA  TACTICS  IN  AUDIO  CON- 
TROL 

Another  item  that  affects  the  sound  of 
the  station  is  the  audio  control  equip- 
ment employed.  In  our  case  this  means 
the  main  control  board,  a  Ramko  Re- 
search DC8MS,  and  the  old  standby 
Gates  Stereo  Yard.  The  controversial 
item  here  is  the  Ramko  control  board, 
using  an  approach  to  audio  control 
radical  enough  and  cheap  enough  that  it 
could  be  termed  an  alternative  media- 
guerilla  approach  to  audio  control.  At 
$1900  for  the  basic  eight  channel  twenty 
input  stereo  board,  it  is  less  than  half  the 
price  of  any  comparable  conventional 
design,  and  utilizes  radical  technological 
departures  form  the  norm  like  noiseless, 
motionless  touch  pad  control  of  audio 
switching  and  turntable  and  tape  start 
functions,  opto-isolated  audio  level  con- 
trols, and  RCA  COS-MOS  integrated 
circuits  handling  control  and  audio.  This 
is  where  the  controversy  arises;  I. C.'s 
handling  audio  are  not  held  in  high 
regard  in  audiophile  circles  because  of 
low  slew  rates  and  other  specifications 
that  are  supposed  to  limit  noise,  THD 
and  IM  distortion  figures.  We  have  yet 
to  find  these  profound  limitations  on 
performance  with  the  unit,  however, 
with  THD  on  our  board  thru  a  micro- 
phone input  at  under  .25%  and  IM  at 
less  than  .38%,  signal  to  noise  -75db  on 
a  microphone  input,  with- THD  measured 
at  several  frequencies  between  25Hz  and 
17KHz.  These  measurements  were  made 
on  our  unit  when  we  received  it. 

The  old  tube  type  Gates  Stereo  Yard  is 
in  the  KPFT  Air  Studio,  adjacent  to  the 
control  room,  to  be  used  as  production 
and  as  a  standby  control  room.     At  this
